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Claim 1 has been cancelled. The active claims are 2-1 1 . 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying 
out his invention. 

Claims 2-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a 
way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most 
nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

The specification fails to disclose a resource adapter and a computer 
program product comprising java classes and interfaces, native libraries, meta 
information, a deployment descriptor, multiple property sets, how the resource 
adapter is packaged in accordance with a Java Archive format into a resource 
adapter archive as claimed and how the components of the adapter functionally 
interact with each other. The resource adapter is described in seven lines (see 
pages 12 and 13) and is shown as a hollow rectangular box (see Figure 2). 

Applicants are requested to identify each of the claimed components and 
method steps in the specification and the drawings. See Rule 1.75 (d1). 

Claims 2-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims fail to recite function of each of the components. There is no 
functional relationship between the components. The claims in the present form 
amount to a component list. Scope of limitation of claims 7-1 1 is not clear in that 
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a program product normally comprises instructions and not circuit components 
for implementing method steps. Claims 7-1 1 recite a program product having 
components instead of method steps. 

USP 6,530,080 is cited for the teaching of packaging class files. 

USP 6,499,036; 6,487,208 and 6,466,654 are cited for the teaching of 
resource adapter in Java environment. 

USP 5,581,764; 5,369,570 and 5,282,273 are cited for the teaching of 

EIS. 

The invention are searched to the extent the Examiner understands the 
disclosure. No statement can be made as to whether the claims are patentable 
over the references of record because of the section 1 12 rejections. 
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
